The buffer zone would be about 


2% miles wide and follow general- 
ly present battle lines. 


The proposal was introduced in 


a subcommittee meeting in Pan- 
munjom shortly after cease-fire 
negotiations were resumed by the 
main Red and Allied teams, end- 
Ing a 64-day breakdown in the 
parleys. 


There was no immediate indi-

Burns, of course, take on a new 


implication when you think of ww 
and bombed-out cities but in peace- 
time most fatalities from burns 
could have been avoided. They are 
due largely to careless habits, like 
smoking in bed or pounng kero- 
sene into a stove. 


The amount of body surface 


burned, as well aa the degree of 
the burn, plays a part in its sever- 
ity. The first-degree burn, with the 
reddened skin, perhaps from the 
wind or a day at the beach, be- 
comes a second-degree burn the 
•next day If you find you are blis- 
tered. 


The third-degree burn, the most 


serious of all. la when the flesh is 
cooked and charred and the skin 
destroyed. Shock Is usually severe 
if the burn is at all extensive. 
Therefore, the Brst aider's duties 
are to relieve pain, prevent infec- 
tion and treat shock.

Place it over a layer or two of one 
mesh gauze and bandage on. If the 
•burn la extensive, keep patient lying 
down, and avoid exposure or cold. 
Don't attempt to treat the victim 
locally on the street or in a public 
building. Leave clothes on, wrap 
him in blankets and get transpor- 
stuck to the wounds and apply a 
tatkm. If at home, remove. cloth- 
ing except that which may oe

warm baking soda or Epsom salts 
solution. Keep the patient covered 
and warm until the doctor arrives. 


First aid procedures for burns 


suffered in an atomic disaster must 
at into later medical care dictated 
by physicians. All burns, therefore, 
should be regarded as open wounds 
with shock and infection as haz- 
ards. The burn wound needs pro- 
tection with the cleanest dressing 
available. 


Application of dry dressings 


must be done in many cases by 
first aiders if a bomb catastrophe 
strikes. It is unrealistic to expect 
first aiders to apply ointment when 
there are many casualties—there- 
fore, the dry dressing. 


But the first aider must decide 


whether to apply a dressing before 
the victim can be transported. 
Even the severely burned can be 
transported a short distance with- 
out a dressing. If the victim must 
he on a burned body part, it would 
be wise to apply a dressing before 
transportation. 
A dressing will 


allay pain and help combat shock. 
If stockpiling plans are carried 


out, there will be special burn pad* 
in target areas. 


Never use boric acid for burns, 


and tannic acid should not be used-1 
on face, hands or genitals. Don't 
apply absorbent cotton directly 
and don't remove wax or metal 
substances that have stuck to the 
skin. Chemical burns. Including 
those of the eyes, should be washed 
thoroughly after which compresses 
may be used. Then put several 
drops of olive ml, mineral oil or 
castor oil into the eye. 


In the case of sunstroke or heat 


stroke, get the victim in the shade-- 
Place him on his back, head an* * 
shoulders somewhat elevated. Ap- 
ply cold cloths to the head, cool 
cloths to the body and rub limb* 
toward the heart. 


In neat exhaustion, give the pa- 


tient a half teaspoonful of salt la 
a one-third glass of water. Repeat 
until a tablespoonful has been 
used. Coffee or tea may be ad- 
ministered. Keep him lying down 
and covered.

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Senate Committee Discloses * 
Loiv Morale at Marine Bases; 
Raps Lavish Service Spending 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—A sen- 


ate armed services subcommittee 
reported today it had found dis- 
satisfaction and low morale among 
Marines—particularly recently re- 
called reservists—at three bases. 


"This was discouraging in view 


of the long history of high morale 
and espirit de corps of the Ma- 
rines," the group'said. There was 


vj no immediate comment from the 


Marine corps. 


The three bases are El Toro and 


Camp Pendleton in California and 
Camp LeJeune in North Carolina. 


Criticizes Corps 


Th« subcommittee criticized the 


navy and marine corps for what it 
called lavish use of men and 
money, in a report which also 
covered conditions at the Marine 
^ corps air station, Quantico, Va., 
™ the navy's amphibious base at 


Little .Creek near Norfolk, Va., 
and the navy's submarine base, 
New London, Conn. 


The preparedness subcommit- 


tee, headed by Senator Lyndon 
Johnson (D-Tex) was set up short- 
ly after fighting broke out in 
Korea to ke*p an eye on the mo- 
bilization program. This was its 
31st report; others have dealt with 
a wide variety of mobilization 


v'problems. 


Praise, Too 


• In general, the latest report 
praised the food,' clothing sup- 
plies, instruction, medical care, 
housing and recreation facilities 
at the six training centers. 


But in addition to reporting low 


morale at the thre Marine bases, 
the subcommittee was critical of 
what it called a "lack of cost con- 
sciousness" among officers at the 


v^six centers. 


This factor "involves waste— 


waste in manpower and waste in 
money—and at this critical junc- 
ture the n a t i o n can afford 
neither," the subcommittee said. 


As an example of low morale 


tod waste of manpower, the re- 
port cited a staff sergeant, an in- 
active reservist recalled to duty, 
whose full time job at El Toro is 
to issue equipment at a golf 


•^course.

"It would be Impossible to con- 


vince this man that he was really 
needed and that there was suffi- 
cient cause to recall him to ac- 
tive duty," the report said. 


The senators recommended that 


the navy include in its fitness re- 
ports for officers a new category, 
"cost consciousness." 


The subcommittee also rapped 


payment of hazardous-duty prem- 
iums at New London to adminis- 
trative personnel who do not ac- 
tually work or live aboard sub- 
marines. This extra pay amounts 
to 30 Or 40 per cent of base 
salary. 


However, the senators said the 


navy had moved promptly to stop 
this. 


The subcommittee said its in- 


vestigators had found that "many 
reserves were being used in jobs 
which certainly ought not to have 
justified asking a man to once 
again break up his home, family 
and career—when other men who 
have not served at all were avail- 
able." 


Blamed on Re-mobilization 


The dissatisfaction at the three 


Marine bases "has arisen pri- 
marily from the fact that the un- 
expected outbreak of hostilities in 
Korea required the very rapid re- 
mobilization of men in the re- 
serves," the report said. 


"Undoubtedly, the necessity for 


rapid remobili2ation came from 
our earlier rapid demobilization. 


"For that demobilization all of 


us, congressmen'and laymen alike, 
must assume some responsibility."

The 5.75 billion-dollar tax bill will bring the annual Fed- 


eral tax burden up to $67 billions, according to recent esti- 
mates.

Seven Card Sequence Is Samba 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


In this column we continue the 


description of Samba, or three- 
pack Canasta, the popular new 
form of the game that is winning 
so many 'friends all over the coun- 
try. 


The most important feature of 


Samba (three-pack Canasta) is 
that you are allowed to meld se- 
quences. Just as in gin rummy, a 
sequence is three or more cards 
of the same suit and in touching 
order. The rank of the cards for 
sequences-is: 


A (highest) K-Q-J-10-9-8-7-6-5- 


4 (lowest). 


Note that the four is the lowest 


possible card of a sequence. You 
are never allowed to use a three, 
whether it is black or red. 


No wild card may be used in 


any sequence. Only naturalcards 
are usable. Make a note ofThat: 
no deuces and no jokers. 


A sequence of seven cards is a 


canasta just like a regular canasta 
of seven of a kind. The seven-card 
sequence is called a samba, and 
it earns a bonus of 1500 points. 
That is a whale of a bonus, of 
course, worth three times as much 
as a natural canasta and five 
times as much as a mixed canasta. 


A samba (sequence canasta) be- 


comes complete when it consists of 
seven cards. Once that happens, 
you are not allowed to add to it. 


You may put a sequence down 


on the table when it consists of 


ree cards, four cards, five cards, 


six cards, or seven cards. Three is 


the minimum, and seven is the 
maximum. • 


If the previous player's discard 


fits directly to either end of a 
short sequence (not yet a Samba), 
and if that sequence was down on 
the table before your turn began, 
you may pick up that discard and 
add it to the sequence. (If the 
pack is frozen, however, you need 
the usual natural pair in your hand 
to take the pile.) 


For example, let's suppose that 


your side melds Q-J-10 of spades 
early in the play. Eventually, the 
player at your right discards the 
king of spades on an unfrozen dis- 
card pile. You are allowed to pick 
up'that king and add it to the se- 
quence. The same rule would ap- 
ply if h« discarded the nine of 
spades. 


Now let's make a note of what 


you cannot do in this situation. If 
the discard is the ace of spades, 
you can't pick it up for the se- 
quence even if you have the king 
of spades in your hand. Likewise, 
even if the discard is the king of 
spades and the Q-J-10 are in your 
hand instead of on the table, you 
cannot pick up that king. The rule 
is that the sequence must be on 
the table before your turn begins.

Addison's Disease is fortunately 


a rather rare disorder. It received 
its name from a famous English 
physician, Thomas Addison, who 
first discovered the condition in 
1855, and it has been a subject 
of great interest and concern to 
physicians ever since. 


The .disease arises from small 


glands lying next to the kidneys 
called the adrenal or suprarenal 
glands. 
These 
glands 
have a 


rather 
complicated 
structure. 


They belong to the glands of 'in- 
ternal 
secretion. 
They contain 


several kinds of cells which form 
hormones which flow 
into 
the 


blood. A chemically prepared sub- 
stance called epinephine or adren- 
alin has the actions of part of the 
adrenal gland. 


The treatment of this disease, 


which was formerly almost in- 
variably fatal, has been greatly 
improved. 
Complete rest in bed 


and protection from chilling and 
muscular exertion is necessary. 
Those who have mild cases do 
well when they are given an ex- 
cessive amount of- ordinary salt— 


sodium chloride—at the same time 
that potassium, another chemical, 
is kept low. 


Addison described the charac- 


teristic symptoms as anemia, lan- 
guor, or general weakness, feeble 
beat of the heart, irritability of 
the stomach, and a peculiar 
brownish change in the color of 
the skin. 


General weakness is particular- 


ly characteristic and the deep yel- 
lowish-brown color of the skin, 
which is due to deposits of pig- 
ment, is also usual. Most patients 
lose weight. 


Low Blood Pressure 


Patients with Addison's Disease 


have a low blood pressure and 
examination of 
the 
blood 
by 


chemical tests will reveal changes 
which clinch the diagnosis. 


Those who do not respond well 


to treatment are given another 
chemical related to the secretion 
of the adrenal gland. 
This has 


the lengthy name of desoxycorti- 
costerone. 


Theoretically, extracts from the 


gland itself should be still more, 
helpful, but because the prepara- 
tion of such substances is diffi- 
cult and terribly expensive, they 
have not been used much. Since 
the adrenal glands are being stud- 
ied now as never before, further 
improvements in treatment are 
likely.

and the H-T victims of "McCarthyism." 


The business of whipping out of the government's files selected 


old confidential documents to decontaminate fakers and culprits of 
the traitorous Roosevelt regime is not quite a monopoly.* 


I have a large file myself which proves that Wallace was an 


ase in his infatuation with a serio-comic Oriental religious faker 
named Nicholas Roerich and an underhanded double-crosser in hisA 
abuse of three legitimate American scientific employes of the de- 
partment of' agriculture, two of whom were sent to Asia by Wal- 
lace to help Roerich gather grass seed. 
* 


Back in 1947 I broke the goofy Guru letters, which had been 


kicking around in politics for years, because the Republicans lacked 
the courage to use them, and flatly stated that Bubblehead Wallace 
was the author. They were so idiotic that the thought of his having 
been vice president during more than three years of war was ter- 
rifying. 


When Wallace held his own "convention" to nominate himself 


as the candidate of the Kremlin and the American Communists in£ 
Philadelphia in 1948, I laid for him at his "press conference" and 
belted him out with the question.whether he had written this im- 
becilic slush. He refused to answer, knowing that if he lied I would 
knock him dead with the proof. 


Briefly* Wallace threw down three good .Americans because 


they had discovered a disgraceful situation of his own doing. He, 
never made them whole nor apologized. Moreover, he finally broke 
with Roerich, whom he had called his Guru in the batch of gooy eori 
respondent which was handled through a weird lamasery on River, 
side drive, turned against the Guru, and, to save himself from an 
expose, conspired to keep the Guru at bay In India. The official doe-6 
uments show that Wallace was a scheming, selfish double-crosser and 
absolutely ruthless in trampling on subordinates to protect himself. 


Wallace- fell in with Louis L. 


Horch, a professional New York 
money-changer, who had hit it 
rich and Horch, as crazy as a fox, 
confidentially told him that Roer- 
ich, 
the 
Guru, was 
God Al- 


mighty. Horch told me he believed 
this himself for a while, but came 
out of the ether in time to hit a 
few smart licks in a fight over the 
ownership of the sky-scraping 
joss-house on Riverside 
drive. 


Meanwhile Wallace gave Horch 
several very influential jobs in the 
surplus commodity end of the de- 
partment of agriculture. 
Horch 


had as much influence "over Bub- 
blehead Wallace as the Guru him- 
self and finally landed in the de- 
partment of commerce, again un- 
der Wallace, as regional director 
of exports from the port of New 
York, including the Jersey side. 
Horch always built up his own 
personal 
network 
of 
employes. 


After the expose of the goofy 
Guru letters in 1917, and the dis- 
missal of Bubblehead f r o m the 
department of commerce by Harry 
Truman, Horch still hung on for a 
time.

MacMillan and Mr. J L. Stephens, 
who have been in Manchuria as 
botanist and assistant botanist of 
the expedition under the leader- 
ship of Professor Nicholas Roerich, 
have been recalled for insubordina- 
tion and failure to carry out in- 
structions. I trust there has been 
no inconvenience occasioned you 
through any misinformation given 
you by the botanists." 


MacMillan and Stephens were 


driven almost nuts by the Guru's 
fantastic self-importance. 
They 


were real Americans and here was 
this weird character with a two- 
legged beard of straggling strands 
who affected a hop-joint kimono, 
holding court and handing out a 
decoration consisting of a design 
of three balls, and raising hell 
wherever he went in the Orient. 
His citizenship was vague but he 
had been born in Russia and ap- 
peared to have played with both 
the Communists and- the White 
Russians. And yet Wallace made 
him head of the show and threw 
down MacMillan and Stephens be- 
cause they did their professional, 
patriotic best in spite of his nuis- 
ance. 


Moreover, Wallace removed Dr. 


Knowles A. Ryerson from his po- 
sition as chief of the bureau of 
plant industry just because Roer- 
ich whined that MacMlUaa and 


Stephens were conspiring1 against 
him. Bubblehead got scared when 
a scandal seemed imminent' and 
tried to shut Roerich's mouth with 
a cable dated Sept. 23, 1935, which 
reached him in India. It said;

When I was a child, my family had a garden in which grew a rare ( 


white rose bush of which we were very proud. One June, my mother 
promised me that I could have the first blossom to give to my third 
grade teacher whom I loved. 


Every morning, before I went to school, I ran out to the garden 


to check the tight, green rosebud that I planned to give to my teacher. 
But1 as the days passed and I saw other children's roses in the place 
of honor on my teacher's desk, I became increasingly impatient with 
the bud that would not blossom. One morning, as I was fingering it 
anxiously, peering for some sign of white petal, the bud broke off 
in my hand. 


Stricken, I ran to my mother. She took the broken bud from me, 


laid it on the table, and with a breakfast knife, sliced it in half. 
Then, pointing to the exquisite enfoldment of white petals that had ' 
not opened, my mother said to me, "You see, the perfect rose was 
all there, contained in the bud. You have destroyed the rose because 
you were unwilling to let time unfold its petals for you. You wanted 
to unfold them yourself. Impatience has. killed this lovely flower. 


Like some types of late-blooming flowers, some little boys and 


girls are just not ready to stop sucking their thumbs When other 
children stop. 


Just as it was right, in its scheme of growth, for my rosebud to 


remain a bud until the combination of root strength and sun strength 
made it into a blossom, it is right for little children to suck their 
thumbs until the combination of love and development removes their 
need to suck. 
{ 


IMPATIENCE CAN BE DESTRUCTIVE 


Our anxiety over their habit is as destructive as my anxiety over 


my rosebud. 
Once, a great and humble man who worked as a psychiatrist for 


children, said to me, *'If parents were as kind to children as time, we 
would have happier children." 


Impatience drives us to pry, peep, wonder and fear over the late- 


blooming little son or daughter. .It makes us harass and worry them 
with our secret dread that something is retarded in their development, 
that their habit is odd, dangerous and shameful. 


These fearful imaginings make it difficult for us to give our child 


the complete love he needs to forego the comfort of his thumb. 


We should find it helpful in disposing of our fears by remember- 


ing that the rose I destroyed by my impatience was the rarest one 
in our garden. There are early and late blooming children, just as 
there are early and late blooming plants. We should take no chance 
on interfering with the serene, untroubled growth of a little child who 
sucks his thumb. He may be one of the rare kind. We never know.

More Livestock

WASHINGTON _(AP)— The 


Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
cautioned today that the nation 
will face a livestock feed shortage 
in 1953 unless more corn and other 
grains are produced next year. 


The current upswing in produc- 


tion of beef, poultry, eggs, and 
dairy would have to be halted, the 
agency said, unless feed production 
more nearly matches the rate of 
feeding. 


The deficit m this year's pro- 


duction will be supplied from tht 
reserves. However, the latter will 
be reduced to low levels by late 
1952. 


This year's corn crop has been 


estimated at 3,105,000,000 bushels; 
estimates are that at least 3,375,- 
000,000 busels will be needed be- 
fore the 1952 crop become! avail- 
able. 


The bureau said higher prices 


for feed grains are in prospect for 
the year ahead 


The bureau said the stage is 


being set for a greatly expanded 
slaughter of beef cattle in the

Led 1925 Team 


Homecomers Will Recall DHS 
Football Club of 1925, Team 
That Scored 63 in One Half 


Homecoming week-end i» here again. It's a time to reminisce, a 


time to talk about "the good old days'' of Dixon's past. Just when 
those "good old days" occurred depend! largely on your age, but 
there'a hardly a citizen to be found who can't remember many happy 
moments from the golden put. 


Those who attended Dixon high 


school around 1925, for instance, 
will be recalling this weekend the 
great football team Dixon fielded 
that season. 


That was the team that won six 


.games and was tied only by Ro- 
chelle (a scoreless .tie in a snow- 
storm) while rolling up 178 points 
to its opponents 2 points. 


Bowers Was Coach 


Art Bowers coached this ma- 


chine. A few of the names on the 
roster that year were Barney Coai, 
Neil Reagan, George O'Malley, 
Harry Wienman, Gus Bondi, Win- 
ston (Wink) McReynolds, Miller, 
Marks, Kerst, Keller, Kinney, O. 
McNicol, R. McNicol, Kennedy, 
Segner. Stanley, and a kid named 
Ronald Reagan, who was out for 
his first year of football at Dixon 
high. 


The boys opened slowly with a 


7 to 0 win over Bclvidere. They 
gained momentum In their second 
game by whipping a new oppo- 
nent, Geneseo, by a score of 48 to 
0. 


By the time Bowers' lads had 


won a close one from Mendota, 7 
to 0, word got around that Dixon 
had itself quite a football team. 
McReynolds iced that Mendota 
game, incidentally with a 55-yard 
run. 


Dixon Swamps Polo 


The next week Dixon played 


Polo and it seemed that an upset 
might be in the fire when the local 
team led only 7 to 0 at the half. 
Whether Bowers delivered himself 
of an especially brilliant halftime 
pep talk or the Dixon squad sud- 
denly found that it could not coast 
on its reputation may never be 
known. It is recorded, however, 
that Dixon scored no less than 63 
points during the second half to 
bury Polo, 70 to 0. 


With this victory safely under 


their belts, Dixon's high-powered 
crew traveled to Sterling for the 
first of its annual pair of games 
with the ancient rival. 


Edge Sterling, 3-2 


The local team managed to edge 


Sterling 3 to 2, saw its unblemish- 
ed defensive record vanish when 
the foes counted a safety, but was 
glad to settle for the squeaky vic- 
tory, a victory made possible by 
the accurate toe of Bill Johnson, 
who kicked a field goal. 


Johnson repeated his heroics the 


following 
week 
against 
Rock 


Falls, and this time his field goal 
gave Dixon not only a 3 to 0 de- 
cision but also the championship 
of the old Rock River conference. 
To make the victory more spectac- 
ular, Johnson kicked his field goal 
with only 52 seconds of the game 
remaining on the timer's watch. 


After the-Dixon crew had pol- 


ish*! off Mt Morris the following 
week by a 27 to 0 score, they trav- 
eled to Rochelle to play the Hubs 
to a scoreless tie in a blizzard. 


Blizzard Hits 


"It was snowing so hard the 


spectators couldn't see the oppo- 
site sidelines during most of that 
game," 13. J. Frazer, Dixon high 
school principal, recalls. 


After the Rochelle game, the 


annual Thanksgiving day battle 
against Sterling was almost anti- 
climactic. Dixon won that game, 
13 to 0, when McReynolds scored 
on a 25-yard scamper around end 
and Charley Keys intercepted an 
errant Sterling pass to run 95 
yards for another touchdown. 


Yes, 
all of that happened in 


1925, one year that provided plen- 
ty of "good old days" for Dixon 
football fans.

nois ducks, were doubled to 55,000 
ducks by flights early this week, 
he added. 


It's the Mallards who swell the 


state duck population to an aver- 
age peak of three million during 
he middle of November. 


Bellrose's findings supported the 


recent 
prediction 
of 
Leonard 


Schwartz, state conservation de- 
>artment director, of the largest 
lights of ducks and geese in sev- 
eral years. 


Schwartz relayed reports from 


3ucks Unlimited and Canadian 
Vildlife authorities which indicat- 
ed that big migrations of water- 
fowl southward were imminent 


Ducks Scattered 


Bellrose said most of the ducks 


already in the state were pretty 
well scattered out, with the big- 
gest concentration on upper Peoria 
lake. He said the lake harbored 
225,000 Bluebills, Blackjacks and 
Canvasbacks. 


A good concentration at Bach- 


town on the Mississippi river con- 
tained 20,000 Pintails, 10,000 Mal- 
lards and several thousands of oth- 
er species, he said. 


He reported about 75,000 ducks 


between Nauvoo and Dallas City 
on the Mississippi. 


Illinois hunters will be enjoying 


a 10 day increase over the 1950 
duck shooting period. The U. S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service restored 


five day cut imposed last year 


and added another five days "in 
which to harvest the year's anti- 
cipated crop." 


Bag Stays Same 


The bag limit of four ducks a 


day and eight in possession re- 
mains unchanged from last year.

1,100,000 Federal 
Workers Get $672 
Million Pay Boost 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — Some 


1,100,000 federal "white collar" 
workers and 500,000 postal em- 
ployes will receive pay raises 
retroactive to last July 1. 


Legislation signed yesterday by 


President Truman increases the 
annual pay of most white > collar 
workers by $300 to $800, that of 
postal workers by $400 to $800. 


This will add- an 
estimated 


$672,000,000 a year to the costs 
of the federal payroll. 


The pay boost for classified fed- 


eral workers under civil service is 
10 per cent. But those who make 
less than $3,000 a year will get 
$300 and those paid more than 
$8,000 will get a flat $800. 


Rank-and-file postal 
workers 


will get a raise of at least $400. 
Most postmasters, supervisors and 
inspectors will get $800. 


Total payments under the retro- 


active features of the two bills 
will amount to $215,000,000.' 


Because the measures were sign- 


ed before the Nov. 1 effective date 
of the new tax law, the lump sum 
retroactive wage payments t will 
not be subject to the higher in- 
come tax rates. 


Along with the pay raises, the 


legislation also changes the an- 
nual leave or vacation allowances 
of government" workers. 


It provides for 13 days of vaca- 


tion for employes with service up 
to three years, 20 days for those 
with from three to 15 years ser- 
vice, and 26 days for those with 
more than 15 years.

WASHINGTON, (AP) —It is 


right and just, most Catholics 
say: Why shouldn't there be dip- 
lomatic relations 
between 
two 


powers, the United States and the 
Vatican, which seek peace with 
justice ? 


It is wrong and unconstitution- 


al, many Protestants say: Why 
should any one religious body be 
given special preference by a coun- 
try which has long insisted on 
*\,P oopgratjAr! 
of 
church 
and 


state? 


So the argument goes, in the 


%vake of President Tinman's nom- 
ination of Gen. Mark W. Clark 
to be this country's first 
full- 


fledged ambassador to the Holy 
See. 


100-Year Argument 


And so the argument went more 


than a 100 years ago. when U. S. 
diplomatic relations with the Vat- 
ican were first proposed. 


Times, very 
obviously, 
have 


changed. 
Great 
powers have 


come and gone. Wars have been 
fought, new inventions have alter- 


ed the lives of millions. Western 
civilization has threatened to de- 
stroy itself and threatens to do so 
again. 


But on that explosive question 


of a V. S. envoy to the Pope, the 
arguments heard today are essen- 
tially unchanged from those voic- 
ed in 1840's. 


It was the advent of a new 


pope, Pius IX, that led to U. 5. 
"recognition" of the Vatican in 
1848. 


Italy Was In Turmoil 


Italy was in turmoil. Civil lib- 


erties — dear to the hearts of 
Americans —were generally 
re- 


pressed in the 
warring Italian 


states. 


Then came the new Pope Pius. 


In his own extensive domains, he 
freed political prisoners, relaxed 
press censorship, set an example 
for the rulers around him. 


Many Americans of all faiths 


were impressed. The New York 
Herald was among the first to 
propose diplomatic relations with 
the head of the papal states. And 


only a few months later President 
To!k asked congress to set the 
wheels in motion. 


Fight Began 


A sharp political controversy 


followed. 
The charge was made 


— and denied—that the adminis- 
tration was only trying to get 
"the Catholic vote," swollen in 
those days by a tide of immigrants 
from Ireland. 


It was argued, too, and like- 


i.-jeo dr-nipr). that 
the 
Catholic 


diurch was hostile to democracy, 
to public schools, to freedom of 
worship. 


Nonetheless congress gave the 


necessary approval, and to Rome 
went Jacob L. Martin, of North 
Carolina, a convert to 
Catholi- 


cism. He wasn't an ambassador, 
only a charge d'affaires or tem- 
porary head of the U. S. mission. 


Ties Not Strong 


A full-fledged minister was ap- 


pointed in 1854, and the post re- 
mained at that level as long as it 
existed. 


Ties between Rome and Wash- 


ington weren't overly strong dur- 
ing the U. S. civil war. Some 
southerners claimed Papal sup- 
port 
for 
their 
cause. 
But a 


Catholic prelate, Archbishop John 
Joseph Hughes of New York; went 
to France for President Lincoln 
to promote friendship 
for the 


Union cause. 


The Rome - Washington link 


snapped a few years later. In 
the after-math of the' anti-Catho- 
lic "know nothing" movement, a 
story spread in the United States 
that American Protestants hzd 
been refused permission to hold 
worship services' in Rome. 


A denial from the U. S. minis- 


try in- Rome came too late. On 
the motion of Rep. Thomas Wil- 
liams (R-Pa), congress voted to 
cut off funds for the Rome mis- 
sion, and it went out of existence. 


For a time there was semi-offi- 


cial contact through the Ameri- 
can consul at Rome. But in 1870. 
with the taking1 over of the papal 
lands by the Italian government, 
the Vatican ceased to be a state, 
and even the consular • contact 
ended.

Appoint* Taylor 


Just before Christmas of the

Proftstant, was going to the Vati- 
can as his "personal representa- 
tive," with the rank of ambassa- 
dor. 


Taylor's appointment was only 


for the duration of the war, and 
soon after the fighting stopped 
there were demands from some 
Protestant -groups that President 
Truman, 'who kept Taylor on as 
his personal envoy, 
bring 
him 


home. 


Taylor Resigned 


Taylor continued to hold the 


post until last January, however. 
When he resigned, the presdent 
was urged by various non-Cath- 
olic groups not to name a suc- 
cessor. He gave his answer last 
Saturday by nominating a full- 
dress ambassador instead of a 
personal representative. 


On Tuesday, the White House 


said Mr. Truman will not give 
Clark a recess appointment. So 
far as 
congressional 
approval 


goes, that delays the whole issue 
until January. 


Streamlined 


TOKYO. (AP)—The Japanese 


foreign office is drafting legisla- 
tion to give this country a stream- 
lined diplomatic corps when she 
regains international status. • 


The new legislation will pro- 


vide that ambassadors and min- 
isters may be named from quali- 
fied men in government, business 
and public life. Before the war, 
only career diplomats could hold 
these posts.

office from all over Illinois. 


And to the operators license di- 


vision of the secretary of state's 
office, headed by William H. Col- 
vin, falls the duty of handling 
this titantic task. 


The division is primed to handle 


daily an average of 10.000 applica- 
tions of all types. And that In- 
volves plenty of work! For flbe 
various types of applications rimy 
pass through as many as 120 dif- 
ferent processing steps. 


The work of the operators li- 


cense division is not always smoofltt 
running. A variety of problems 
constantly are popping up to com- 
plicate matters. Often they in.- 
volve women. 


Women's ages constitute an

Women changing their personal 


description from time to time is 
another sore spot. Mrs. Smith may 
be listed as a blond on her pre- 
vious application and now she's a 
red head. Or she may have weighed

And women who change their 


names, but fail to report the 
change as required by law, cause 
a lot of difficulties. One rather 
humorous incident related by Su- 
pervisor 
Colvin Illustrates this 


very well: 


"In a recent case, a women ap- 


plied for a duplicate license, but 
we found no registration in our 
files in the name she gave on the 
application. After considerable cor- 
respondence it developed that she 
had been recently divorced. We 
looked for registration in her for- 
mer married 
name.' but found 


none. 


"Following another exchange of 


correspondence,

several hot worded letters from 
her, she admitted that she had 
been married twice before. We 
checked both names with no suc- 
cess. More correspondence ensued 
until we got a letter from her 
clearing tip the matter.

records, the assignment of the 
driver number and removal of the 
fee for transmittal to the state 
treasurer's office. 


From the accounting depart- 


ment, the applications are sorted 
for distribution into the various 
channels for further processing de- 
pending on their type. Following 
further intensive checking they are 
either referred for examination. 
prepared for issuance of a renewal 
license, - rejected, or placed in a 
temporary file pending receipt of 
additional information. 


Jones, who is obtaining his first 


license, must take an examination, 
so his application is forwarded to 
the department of public safety, 
division of state highway police, 
which makes the arrangements 
and handles the examinations for 
all downstate applicants.
